At the same time, we en- 
gage in such interaction on the basis of our 
unity through faith in Christ, belief in the 
authority of Scripture and a commitment 
to reflect the Lordship of Christ over all of 
life, which relates to our identity as a Re- 
formed Christian educational institution. 

Such a sense of community is impor- 
tant because it reflects an appropriate obe- 
dience to Christ's command to love one 
another; itis also conducive to the process 
of teaching and learning and supporting 
Christian higher education. In this kind of 
atmosphere faculty, staffand students from 
various backgrounds have a secure basis 
on which to challenge one another to carry 
out their educational tasks in service to 
Christ.

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REDEEMER COLLEGE TAKES TO THE AIR

n order to spread the word about Redeemer to a broader 

audience, the College has enlisted the services of WDCX, a 

Christian radio station transmitting from Buffalo, New York 
at 99.5 on the FM dial. Through the station, we have been airing 
two messages a day since October 5,1994—-every morning at 
about 8:30, and between 4:00 and 8:00 in the evening. And it 
seems that people are listening. There has already been an 
encouraging response to our messages, and itis becoming fairly 
routine to meet people, including locals, who attribute their 
awareness of Redeemer College to a WDCX ad. 

There were a number of reasons for the College's decision to 
begin communicating in this new medium. First, WDCX broad- 
casts directly to an audience we are trying to reach in northern 
New York and south-western Ontario. Our efforts to speak to 
the broader evangelical community in this area will hopefully 
begin to bear significant fruit by being present on a station that 
is very popular with that community—a station with listeners 
whose devotion to it is proclaimed loud and clear on the many 
WDCX bumper stickers one sees on the road. Second, through 
the station we are able to present ourselves to an American 
audience that would have much to gain by coming to Ontario 


for a Christian education. Of 
particular interest to our south- 
ernneighbours are the College's 
proximity to them and financial 
issues: they learn that Ancas- 
ter, Ontario is not in the far 
northland, but only an hour's 
drive from Niagara Falls, and 
they learn that because of the 
status of Canada’s dollar, Re- 
deemer College can offer an ex- 
cellent university education at 
considerable savings. 

Redeemer College is mak- 
ing its presence known on 
WDCX. Potential students and their parents are hearing about 
the benefits of our Christ-centred academic programs—like the 
new Co-op program in business—and they are learning that 
there is a Christian alternative in university education. This 
information, and much more, is reaching the people who need 
to hear about it.
